in the price of gold these notes would be run 
bore for redemption. In order to procure 
geld to sell to importers who were required 
io bave it, the banks would then have to go 
vat ard buy at a large premium, which would 
inevitebly bring shout their enepe:sion. Two 
circulations ucequal to value conld not long 
exist at the same thme, for depreciated circa 
lation would drive the other out of existence.

There is a line of steamboats running 
between Louisville and Cincinnati known 
as the United States Mail Line, and owned 
byatew very clever gentlemen, some ol 
them citizens of Cincinnati and the others 
ot Louisville. The line has been in exist- 
ence many years, has been of great benefit 
to both cities, and at this time contributes 
largely to their commercial intercourse 
and prosperity and adds more or les to 
the value of the property of every citizen 
of each city.
